The yield from gas 
cline taxes can. only be estimated as 
the governing factor to a large ex- 
that this should bring in at least $850 
000, the levy being at the rate of three 
cents per gallon 

Lumping of these items gives a rev- 
enue total of $2,600,000 that the pro 
vincial government will take in from 
the automobile owners of Alberta, 
and from tourists through the gaso- 
iine tax. This huge sum is naturally

“And whereas in announcing at the 
last session of the legislature that the 
gasoline tax would be increased from 
two to three cents on the gallon, the 
Premier, Hon J. E. Brownlee, said 
that the said tax would be’ used in 
highway construction and repair; 

“And whereas it is considered only 
fair and reasonable that all such 
monies when collected should be de- 
finitely set aside for the express pur- 
pose of the construction and mainten 
ance of the roads required by the mo-

time to time to consult our laboratory 
staff on any difficulty they have” 

“We find a few farmers, however 
who take no interest in producing 
clean milk and have no desire to 
learn. In these cases, their names 
come regularly near the bottom of 
the monthly list, and we always ter- 
minate our business with them at the |: 
end of the contract period, and take 
on fresh farmers. Thus by regular 
elimination of those supplying dirty 
milk, and the systematic training of 
the others the cleanliness of our sup- 
ply has vasty improved and reduced 
‘sour milk to a minimum” 

Referring to the butter content he 
states :— 

“In 1923 we commenced to pay a 
bonus for the butter fat content of 
milk reecived. The English butter 
fat standard is 3 per cent, but a good 
average milk contains about 3.5 per 
cent of fat. I think most people will 
agree that a farmer supplying milk 
containing 4 per cent of butter fat is 
entitled to a higher price than a far+ 
mer supplying milk containing 3 per 
| cent. The payment made is this re- 
spect commence at 3.5 per cent. The 
standard price is paid for 3.5 per cent 
milk and 1|10th of a penny per gallon 
ig added for every 1|10th per cent of 
fat over 3.5 per cent, so that 3.6 per 
cent milk gets one|tenth of a penny 
extra, and 4 per cent gets one half- 
penny per gallon extra” 

“One advantage of this payment is 
that every farmers knows that his 
milk is regularly tested and this, to- 
gether with the fact that all his neigh 
tours know his position on the month- 
ly list, makes him careful that genu- 
ine full cream milk is regularly sent 
We sell practically all the milk to the 
public as whole milk, and make no 
butter and very little cheese, so that 
extra payments for butter fat appear 
to show us no advantage whatever 
but we believe that if the milk we sell 
is improved thereby, we are building 
up the goodwill of our customers, and 
shall ultimately reap the reward” 

During the discussion. on this paper 
it was brought up that where milk 
purchasing firms paid a bonus for 
quality milk it had a decided effect 
in improving the quaity, both from 
the standpoint of cleanliness and but- 
ter fate content.
